The  Spanish  School,  after  centuries  of  obscurity,  has  once 
again,  in  the  last  ten  years,  begun  to  demand  attention.  None 
of  the  Spanish  artists,  however,  whose  works  have  of  late  yeara 
drawn  so  much  notice,  and  commanded  such  enormous  prices, 
as  Zamacois,  Escosura,  Fortuny,  and  Villegas,  live  in  Spain, 
but  study  and  paint  in  Paris  and  Rome.  By  the  death  of  Zama- 
cois, this  school  has  lost  perhaps  its  strongest  master:  but  Esco- 
jura,  his  best  pupil,  has  been  achieving  in  Paris  the  most  won- 
derful success;  and  this  example  of  his  is  particularly  noticeable 
for  being  by  far  the  largest  and  most  important  work  of  this 
Spanish  coterie  ever  brought  to  America.  The  subject  is  one 
of  peculiar  pride  to  a Spanish  artist,  and  of  interest  to  the  his- 
torical student,  in  that  it  displays  one  of  the  greatest  of  the 
world’s  masters  putting  upon  canvas  the  face  of  the  daughter 
of  the  then  most  powerful  empire  of  Christendom,  Philip  IV.; 
while  the  costumes  and  accessories  are  treated  witn  the  utmost 
historical  accuracy.

“ Theology  (erroneously  called  ‘ The  Dispute  of  the  Sacra- 
ment’). It  is  divided  into  two  principal  parts:  the  upper  half 
represents  the  glory  of  Heaven,  in  the  solemn  manner  of  the 
early  painters.  In  the  centre  is  the  Saviour,  with  outstretched 
arms,  throned  on  the  clouds;  on  his  right  the  Virgin,  sweet 
and  affectionate  in  expression  and  mein,  bows  before  her  divine 
son  in  heartfelt  adoration  ; on  the  left  is  St.  John  the  Baptist. 
Over  the  Saviour  appears  a half-figure  of  the  Almighty,  and 
below  him  hovers  the  dove  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Around  this 
group,  in  a half-circle,  sit  the  Patriarchs,  the  Apostles,  and 
Saints — sublime,  dignified  figures,  with  the  noblest  solemnity 
and  repose  in  their  movements.  Over  them  hover  on  each  side 
three  very  beautiful  angel-youths;  below  them,  as  if  supporting 
the  clouds,  are  a multitude  of  angel-heads,  and  four  boy-angels 
hold  the  books  of  the  evangelists  beside  the  dove.  In  the  lower 
part  of  the  picture  we  see  an  assembly  of  the  most  celebrated 
theologians  of  the  church.  In  the  centre,  raised  on  steps,  is 
an  altar  with  the  host  (as  the  mvstical  type  of  the  bodily  pres- 
ence of  the  Saviour  on  earth).  Next  to  the  altar,  on  each  side, 
sit  the  four  Fathers  of  the  Latin  church;  next  to  and  behind 
them  stand  other  celebrated  teachers  of  the  church.  At  the 
extreme  ends,  on  each  side,  are  various  groups  of  youths  and 
men,  who  press  iorward  to  hear  the  revelation  of  the  holy 
mystery,  some  in  attitudes  of  enthusiastic  devotion,  some  yet 
doubting  and  apparently  in  dispute.  All  the  figures,  especially 
as  regards  the  expression  of  the  heads,  are  completed  with 
most  striking  and  characteristic  individuality,  and  are  enli- 
vened by  a conscientious  study  of  detail.”

“ In  the  original  picture  the  figures  are  colossal.  . . . The 

moment  selected  is  the  utterance  of  the  words,  ‘Verily,  verily, 
1 say  unto  you,  that  one  of  you  shall  betray  me;’  or,  rather, 
the  words  have  just  been  uttered,  and  the  picture  expresses 
their  effect  on  the  different  auditors.  Next  to  Christ  is  John: 
he  has  just  been  addressed  by  Peter,  who  beckons  to  him  that 
he  should  ask  of  whom  the  Lord  spake.  His  disconsolate  atti- 
tude, as  he  has  raised  himself  to  reply  and  leans  his  clasped 
hands  on  the  table,  and  the  almost  feminine  sweetness  of  his  coun- 
tenance, express  the  character  of  this  gentle  and  amiable  apos- 
tle. Peter,  leaning  from  behind,  is  all  fire  and  energy.  Judas, 
who  knows  full  well  of  whom  the  Saviour  spake,  starts  back 
amazed,  oversetting  the  salt.  His  fingers  clutch  the  bag,  of 
which  he  has  charge.  His  face  is  seen  in  profile,  and  cast  into 
shadow.  St.  Andrew,  with  his  long  gray  beard,  lifts  up  his 
hands,  expressing  the  wonder  of  a simple-hearted  old  man. 
St.  James  Minor,  resembling  the  Saviour  in  his  mild  features, 
and  the  form  of  his  beard  and  hair,  lays  his  hand  on  the  shoul- 
der of  St.  Peter:  the  expression  is — ‘ Can  it  be  possible?’  Bar- 
tholomew, at  the  extreme  end  of  the  table  ...  he  leans  for- 
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ward  with  a look  of  eager  attention.  On  the  left  of  our  Saviour  is- 
St.  James  Major,  who  has  a family  resemblance  to  Christ:  his 
arms  are  outstretched ; he  shrinks  back;  he  repels  the  thought 
with  horror.  St.  Thomas  is  behind  St.  James,  rather  young, 
with  a short  beard.  Philip,  young,  and  with  a beautiful  head, 
lays  his  hand  on  his  heart:  he^rotests  his  love,  his  truth. 
Matthew,  also  beardless,  has  more  elegance;  he  turns  to  Jude, 
and  points  to  our  Saviour,  as  if  about  to  repeat  his  words  : ‘ Do 
you  hear  what  he  says?’  Simon  and  Jude  sit  together  (Leo- 
nardo  has  followed  the  tradition  which  makes  them  old  and 
brothers).  Jude  expresses  consternation;  Simon,  with  his 
hands  stretched  out,  a painful  anxiety.  Leonardo  has  con- 
trived to  break  the  formality  of  the  line  of  heads  without  ap- 
parent artifice.”
